The measure before the senate 
today, however, merely authorized 
the work and made no money 
available with which is might be 
undertaken. Members of congress 
explained that until the flood 
control bill is enacted that prob¬ 
ably no flood control projects of 
any consequence would he able 
to get an allocation from the $4,- 
800,000.000 works fund 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 24. CPI— 
President Roosevelt today signed 
the bill strengthening the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment act. 

His signature was the signal for 
the department of justice to seek 
dismissal of more than 500 tem¬ 
porary injunctions which have 
been granted against processing 
tax collections 

The bill is the result of efforts 
begun in congress 18 months ago 
to broaden AAA's powers and 
strengthen its legal position It 
was pushed through its session 
after the supreme court killed 
NRA codes and a supreme court 
test of the farm program this fall 
became a probability. 

The measure ratifies the pro¬ 
cessing taxes under which $900,- 
000.000 already has been collected. 

It authorizes continuation of 
rental or benefit payments in con¬ 
nection with acreage and produc¬ 
tion adjustment agreements. 

Should the supreme court hold 
the processing tax invalid, the bill 
provides that a processor may ob¬ 
tain a refund only on taxes which 
he can show have not been passed 
on to consumers in increased 
prices nor to the producer in de¬ 
creased prices.

New regulations liberalizing the 
naturalization law3 for alien war 
veterans were announced today 
by Franklin Davis, chief of the 
United States immigration service 
' for this district. 

He said that all veterans of al¬ 
lied countries who were lawfully 
admitted to the United States 
prior to August, 1914, for per¬ 
manent residence and who de¬ 
parted between that date and Ap¬ 
ril 5, 1917, and who were de¬ 
nied entry into the United States 
armed forces are eligible for these 
liberalized naturalization rides. 
Veterans who left the United 
States after April 5, 1917. for en¬ 
try into the armed forces of al¬ 
lied countries also are eligible for 
exemption from the usual require¬ 
ments of naturalization. 

Six Exemptions 

The six exemptions are: 

1. No declaration of intention 
is necessary. 

2. In lieu of the requirement 
of five years' residence in the 
nation and six months in the 
county, those eligible to the ex¬ 
emption are required to show only 
two years’ continuance residence 
in the United States preceding 
filing of a naturalization peti¬ 
tion. 

3. No certificate of arrival in 
the United States is required un¬ 
less the applicant was admitted 
for permanent residence after 
March 3, 1924. 

4. Petitions may be filed in any 
naturalization court most conven- j 
ienl to the applicant whether or 
not the veteran lives within the I 
jurisdiction of that court. 

No Fee Required 

5. No fee is required unless the 
petition is filed in a state court 
and then only the state fee will be 
required. 

6. All applications under this 
exemption must be filed before 
May 25, 1937. 

There are seven points of spe¬ 
cified procedure to be observed by 
applicants, according to Mr. Davis, ■ 
principal of these being that the! 
petitioner must show proof of 
armed service and moral rectitude. 
Further information is available j 
at Mr. Davis' office in the federal j 
building here.

Deploring the statement made 
by Pope abroad, Robinson de¬ 
clared it was "calculated to prove 
harmful.”

ROME. Aug. 24 (/P) The hie 
torical question i "What will Eng¬ 
land do?" absorbed Italy today. 

As Naples teemed with military 
activity in preparation for the 
sailing of the largest force of men 
Italy has yet sent to Africa, the 
kingdom’s intense interest in Great 
Britain's policy was reflected in 
the press.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 </P>— 
Administration leaders praised 
and foes condemned the utilities 
bill today as the senate and house 
rushed along toward enactment of 
the compromise measure before 
adjournment. 

After weeks of struggling, con¬ 
ferees representing the two 
branches reached an agreement on 
all points yesterday, including the 
highly controversial section call¬ 
ing for the abolition of certain 
holding companies. 

Quick approval of the confer¬ 
ence report by the senate and 
house was forecast. The bill then 
goes to the White house for sign¬ 
ing by President Roosevelt, who 
urged the compromise. 

The senate had voted manda¬ 
tory abolition by 1942 of holding 
companies deemed "unnecessary." 
The house decided to give the 
securities commission discretion¬ 
ary authority in abolishing them. 
The compromise would permit the 
imposition of two holding compa¬ 
nies upon one "integrated system” 
of operating companies serving 
adjacent territories.

PARIS, Aug. 24. (/Pi- Ethiopia 
may find the League of Nations 
judging her instead of Italy when 
the Geneva council tackles the 
problem of peace or war Septem¬ 
ber 4, some French observers said 
today. 

Both Premier Pierre Laval and 
Anthony Eden of Great Britain 
told Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy 
at their conference last Sunday 
that they had certain "sympathy" 
with Italy’s need for expansion. 

Since then, the observers said, 
Laval has sought to induce Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini to send Aloisi to 
the league council session instead 
of defying it or ignoring it 

Mussolini, it was understood, 
agreed and Laval was further re¬ 
ported to have suggested that 
Italy make a full presentation of 
Ethiopia’s alleged misdeeds to the 
council. 

They contended Mussolini ought 
to produce the vast array of evi¬ 
dence he claims he has to show 
that the Ethiopian emperor really 
is a bad neighbor and a definite 
danger to Italy’s colonies.

So far the 
auto trailer is in its infancy, and 
the people who have purchased or 
built one are as yet the more ad¬ 
venturous type, those financially 
able to have luxury but availing 
themselves of the economical op¬ 
portunity of frequently changing 
their location in this simple way. 
In spirit, they are developers of a 
new industry, pioneers of a new 
era in motoring Together they 
fraternize among themselves, in 
camps and on the road. They have 
something in common; and they 
like to compare notes and argue 
the advantages of different meth¬ 
ods of construction. One will tell 
the other that he finally had to 
go over his roof with aluminum 
paint to deflect the heat of the 
sunlight. Or they will draw com¬ 
parisons with their cooking, light¬ 
ing, and ventilating equipment. 

More and more people are grow¬ 
ing trailer-conscious, and for good 
reasons they can travel, camp, 
and still have all the important ad¬ 
vantages of home. 

Trailers can be purchased from 
$250 up to $5000 or even higher, 
depending mainly upon the quality 
of equipment. Essential features 
are balance, wind resistance, ven¬ 
tilation and lighting. Most trail¬ 
ers are wired for electricity for 
both battery and outside conn-c- 
tions. Running water for sinks 
or showers, refrigerators, cooking 
facilities, clever arrangements of 
beds or bunks so that in the day¬ 
time they can be used for, and 
look like, upholstered chairs or 
couches. There's no end to orig¬ 
inality in trailer construction. 

Manager Hubbard sees a great 
future in auto trailer camps. He 
has lived in Santa Ana for ten 
years or more and recently made 
a survey of these camps on the 
Pacific coast. Gradually he for¬ 
mulated ideas on proper manage¬ 
ment gathered partly from his 
army experience in sanitation in 
the tropics and an understanding 
of people from his police experi¬ 
ence in various cities. 

He believes that camps, exclu¬ 
sively for auto trailers, will in 
the next few years become a 
profitable industry wherever there 
is scenery and climate to attract 
motorists. And he

“Some of us and our children 
have surh a good time, I always 
wish others could have it too ” 
and with these words. Mrs. L. L. 
Williams of Orange inadvertantly 
explained to me the reason for her 
outstanding success in promoting 
a community recreation program 
for young people in her home city. 

Since she was Orange Parent- 
Teachers association council presi¬ 
dent six years ago when under her 
learlership the council started agi¬ 
tating for a program such as 
Orange has now. Mrs. Williams 
has been indefatigable in her ef¬ 
forts to promote the good of young 
people. She has served year after 
year as voluntary chairman of the 
playground commission, which re¬ 
ceives J500 a year from the city to 
use in its citywide activities. 

Tells Program 

“City ball leagues for the older 
young person, and study, play and 
crafts for the younger groups, 
with college-age young people 
supervising is the recreation pro¬ 
gram we have in Orange,” Mrs. 
Williams told me. 

"Our program Has contacted 
some 400 children, and this sum¬ 
mer in an eight-week program we 
expect an attendance total of be¬ 
tween 9.000 and 10.000 

By next summer we will have 
a fine swimming pool ready for 
use. It's the Sjjme size as Ana¬ 
heim's pool, and in our park, 
which has other playground fa¬ 
cilities” 

Questioning brought out the fact 
that older young people do not re¬ 
spond so readily to the recreation 
program, and Mrs. Williams sug¬ 
gested it was because “a great 
many more young people are 
working this year.” 

Boys Finding Jobs 

“I have two boys, 16 and 18, and 
other summers there have been a 
drove of boys around the house off 
and on. thinking up things to do 
to pass the vacation days away: 
hut. this year they all have jobs of 
one sort or another I think that's 
an encouraging sign.” she added. 

Nor has Mrs Williams stunned 
by “promoting" for her city's 
i young people. She is serving her 
fourth year as treasurer of fourth 
district. Parent-Teachers associa¬ 
tion, and explains her interest in 
the work hv saying that "P -T A. 
gets places, especially in child wel¬ 
fare " 

"I admire young people today 
They're fast losing their defeatist 
attitude and taking hold of things. 
They're delightfully frank They'll 
criticize, but they can 'take it,' 
too," she said. 

Predicts 40-Hour Week 

“I think we’re in the very begin¬ 
ning of recreational work. With 
leisure time steadily increasing for 
the average Individual, municipal 
governments must provide more 
leisure-time facilities for adults as 
well as for children." 

What do you th'nk of the 40- 
hour week s coming, I asked her, 
and she replied: I don't think - 
I'm sure it's coming, and coming 
, to stay. That's why we must learn 
• to widen the area of awareness. 
Mv work in the recreation field 
has broadened my awareness I've 
attended national recreation asso¬ 
ciation conferences and met a 
great many people who are doing 
worthwhile things along that 
line." 

I asked Mrs. Williams whether 
her recreation work serves as her 
hobby, and she agreed that it does. 
That and her church work are her 
main interests outside the pleasant 
home which she maintains

When young people don’t respect their elders there s 
usually a reason. And it’s not always lack of proper train¬ 
ing on the part of their parents. 

A puzzled mother wrote to me not so very long ago, 
asking for a solution to just that problem. Her teen-age 
daughter, whom she loves and has done her best to bring 
up properly, takes every occasion to make slighting remarks 
about her mother. 

‘‘What can I say to her?” 

Girl Is Surly 

"If I so much as express an 
opinion, my daughter flares up and 
says: Oh. what do you know about 
it?' She criticizes my clothes, and 
my language It hurts me dread¬ 
fully, but I hesitate to scold her 
for it, because she takes offense 
so easily, and is apt to make a 
scolding the excuse for staying 
away from home.” 

It is easy to say. of course, that 
what this mother should have done 
is to teach her daughter respect 
with her ABC s. But the problem 
now is not so simple. 

There is a cause of course—and 
sometimes, with patience and tol¬ 
erance, it can be discovered. 

Nearly every youngster goes 
through a stage of thinking he's 
misunderstood at home. Uncon¬ 
sciously, hr carries over his 

criticism into unkind w j.us and 
actions. 

Parents, as I have commented 
before, must deserve the respect of 
their children—but that does not 
mean they should tolerate rude¬ 
ness A frank discussion will some¬ 
times reveal the root of the trou¬ 
ble. But each party to the dis¬ 
cussion must endeavor to see the 
other's point of view, as well as 
explain his own. 

The puzzled mother who wrote 
to me might try to discuss the 
matter with her daughter and re¬ 
solve not to be hurt or resentful if 
the daughter should blurt out the 
truth

It's Character 

Yet his courtesy and thoughtful¬ 
ness to his mother is one of the 
finest tributes to his character. He 
never corrects her in company, al¬

May Dispose of Entire Crop; Weekly 
Review Tells Price Rise

LOS ANGEI.ES. Aug 24 — 

Prices per box of California 
oranges and lemons sold in the 
Eastern and Middle Western auc¬ 
tion renters during the past week 
increased 19 rents and 38 rents re¬ 
spectively on comparatively un¬ 
changed volume. 

The orange average was at $3.32 
while the sales for the week de¬ 
creased 27 cars, and lemon ave¬ 
rage per box was $5.85 on sales 
of 32 more cars than the previous 
week. 

Charles Latimer, chairman of 
the distribution committee under 
the California-Arizona Citrus 
Marketing agreement, said this 
week he believed shipments of 
1278 parked cars of oranges per 
week from August 17 to Novem¬ 
ber 2. and 2250 cars of parked 
valenrias during November, plus 
exports and orchard elimination 
will take rare of the present esti¬ 
mated Valencia crop. 

The deterioration in the orchards 
this year is announced as being 
especially heavy, while Approxi¬ 
mately 10 per rent of the total 
crop has already been exported. 
The estimate announced this week 
by the committee indicates that 
there will be no Valencia surplus 
as was feared at the beginning of 
the season 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

"There has been an advance in 
the Valencia orange market of 
about 25 cents per box on medium 
to large sizes with some improve¬ 
ment on the increasingly plenti¬ 
ful small sizes. 

"Exchange sales exceeded those 
of the previous week with demand 
continuing active as the week 
ended. 


“Some improvement on desir¬ 
able quality and sizes of Califor¬ 
nia grapefruit is reported New 
crop Porto Rico and Isle of Pines 
grapefruit is now selling in New 
York and these competitive offer¬ 
ings will continue as the season 
advances. 

"The lemon market is slightly 
lower, especially in the Middle 
West, with some slowing up in 
demand following cooler weather. 

"Exchange lemon sales and 
shipments for August will exceed 
all previous records as was the 
case in July. The exchange pol¬ 
icy has been to keep all markets 
fully supplied with lemons, and 
there are still above normal sup¬ 
plies in storage in California pack¬ 
ing houses."

SALMON MOVES UP 
IN ’SOCIAL SCALE’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 < JP t 
The salmon is moving up in the 
social scale ichthyologically 
speaking. 

Indications that it is a more effi¬ 
cient provider of some vitamins 
than the codfish are undergoing 
study by chemists and biologists. 

The Journal of Industrial and 
Engineering Chemistry, reporting 
recent experiments with various 
species of salmon from the Co¬ 
lumbia and Fraser rivers and 
Puget Sound, stales that salmon- 
liver oil is probably from 5 to 20 
times more potent in vitamin A. 
the growth vitamin, than a good 
grade of medicinal cod-liver oil 
used as a check. 

Salmon-liver oil also indicated it 
was twice as potent in vitamin D. 
the one which prevents rickets, 
while a sample from the Columbia 
river blueback salmon was at least 
three times as potent in vitamin D 
as cod-liver oil.
